Burnout operations
were successful in stopping fire spread. Fire crews continue to work
toward containment objectives.

Rocky Mountain Large Fires:

ZENOBIA, Dinosaur NP. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Krugman) is
assigned. The fire is burning along the Green River. A confine/contain
strategy was adopted, using "light hand on the land" tactics.

Suppression forces made good progress on the south and east flanks.
Retardant drops on the north flank prevented spread into Jack Springs
Canyon. Erratic winds and low fuel moistures caused short range spotting.
Current threats include a lookout tower and scattered structures.

WARNER POINT, Montrose District BLM. This fire is located approximately
10 miles north of Montrose, CO. Erratic winds and low fuel moistures are
creating control problems. The Black Canyon National Monument and private
residences are threatened.

*** A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED FOR ***
*** EAST AND NORTH CENTRAL NEVADA FOR DRY LIGHTNING ***

A strong upper level ridge and a surface thermal trough extends from
Arizona to the Pacific Northwest coast. This very hot and unstable
airmass will cause more afternoon thunderstorms to develop from the Sierra
Nevada mountains to the southern Oregon border. Scattered thunderstorms
are forcasted for Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Nevada and southern Utah.
The Pacific Northwest may experience near record temperatures with highs
from 90 to 105 degrees. Easterly winds will continue along the Cascade
range. Temperatures in the southwest deserts will range from 100 to 115
degrees. The western United States will continue to experience initial
attack activity as hot and dry conditions prevail.
